Mr. Eckenrode, a son of Dr. C. E. 
Eckenrode, of West High street, has 
l»een in business in Omaha for a num­ 
ber of years, and Mrs. Eckenrode, a

Brinkerhoff, of Baltimore street, has 
been living there since their marriage 
last year. 
This morning’s papers containing a 
list of the dead and the more serious­ 
ly injured do not contain the names of 
any people well known here though a 
number of persons from this section 
and former college students are liv­ 
ing near Omaha. It is presumed that 
they escaped unharmed us the lists

complete. 
Whether 
they suffered any loss of property is 
not yet known. Two brothers of Ed­ 
ward Eckenrode formerly resided in 
Omaha but they are no longer there, 
having engaged in business elsewhere. 
From the message received

Mrs. Eckenrode reside in u portion of 
Omaha where the storm did compara­ 
tively little damage and that not only 
they but their home escaped harm.
